It was a capital article with the 
apoſtle Paul, eſpecially after he turned to the Gentiles, 
root out this deep pteyrdice of his nation; for he knew that 
the goſpel and its bleſſings going to the Gentiles did not at 
all prevent hope to the Jews. He is therefore often inculcat- 
ing this great and glorious benevolehce of their GUD, to at- 
tract and gain them over to a 1 & benevolent mind.

i. 8. that the faith of the Roman Chriftiang was ſpoken of 
throughout the whole world.” And yet every body knows, 
that thoſe who fit in darkneſs, and ſaw no goſpel-light ; 
even Whole nations, who at that day, had neither heard, or 
thought of the chriftian faith, are not included in this ex- 


preſſion. Of courſe, it is raſh, and dangerous, for creatures 


of yeſterday, and going before an inflexible and righteous 
judge, to build their hope of univerſal ſalvation on an ex- 
pre ſſion which the ſcriptures uſe in a limited ſenſe. Tha 
whole world“ through which the faith of a few believers 
at Rome, was celebrated, at that time, could nut likely be 
more than the Roman empire; and it is p:obable that 
ſeveral heathen nations within that monarchy, never heard, 
thought, or concerned themſelves at all about the faith of 
a few individuals at Rome. Let in ſuch a limited ſenſe is 
this phraſe uſed in the holy word. See I. John v. 19. 
The Whole world lieth in wickedneſs,” and yet in the 
"fame verſe he expreſſes himfelf, the Parthian. chriftiang, 


and all who are of God, So far therefore is this expreſſion

Hoſ. xiii. 14. and as the ſource of this hope, was the mere 


benevolence of God, ſo when he had glorified himſelf in ſuch 
a purpoſe ; he held himſelf obliged to glorify himſelf again in 


an anſwerable accompliſhment. John x1. 28. 


2. To what purpoſe then can it be, to palm on him, a more 
extenſive inheritance, among men, than he wha is Lord of 
all, choſe for that purpoſe ? Eſpecially as no manner of title 
can be given, for want of authority, Will he thankKthem for 


it? ſurely no. Will he not rather reprove them, and ſet theſe 
things in dreadful order before their eyes? Pſalm l. 21. 22. 


4. Then perfe& righteouſneſs may be affirmed of every word, 
and every work of God. He is a rock, his work is perte&, 
all his ways are judgment, a God of truth, and without ini- 


quity juft and right is he.” Deut. xxxii. 4. Therefore he curſe _ 


eth them who pervert judgment. Deut. xxvn. 19. And will 
ſurely reprove them who deal deceitſully for him. Joh xiii. 
7, 8, 9, IO, 11. „5 5

5. Then it certainly becomes us, to regulate our ſenti- 


ments and conduQ, exaQly according to the determinations 
of his moſt perfe ſyſtem; for every deviation from it, will 
receive a juft recompenſe of reward. Heb. ii. 2. Beſides, 


by this word ſhall we all be judged at the laſt day. For 


when the three books, which are the »publick regiſters of 
the bose fan be opened, of which the Bible is one; 


while iſceience and conſcience, are the other two; all 


men will he judged out of the things written in theſe books; 


Juſt as they have treated them. Rev. xx. 12. So it is the 


higheſt intereſt, as well as duty, of all men to govern them- 


ſelves entirely, by the moſt legible of theſe books; the Bi- 


dle.

6. Ry attention to the Bible we gain the reaſons, which in- 
fAygenced the divine mind, in concertiny his plan, eſpec ial ly ag 


to his chuſing ſome of mankind, and not all to ſalv ation,

oi the righteous ſovereignty, of which he knew himſelf well 


poſſeſt; and which he knew it was beft for men to know 
and revere, For he knew all men were his abſolute property; 


and that they were all banklupts; having totally futfeited 


all good, and loft all ground of claim to a reſtoration. He knew 
alſo that his juſtice was as honorable as his mercy ; yea that 
both were alike honorable. And though he was under no 


bonds to ſhew merey at all; yet ſuch is his bene vol ent nature, 
that mercy pleaſed him. Put ſome of men, were due to his ju- 

Rice, as a monument of its righteouſneſs. And the judge of 
all the earth muſt do right. Some ancient evidences of his 
_ righteous ſovereignty, are not to be diſputed, He defeated the 

councel of © AniThoPpHer, tothe intent that he might bring e- 
rel upon An$oLom.*'? IT. Sam. xvii. T4. And did in ia@t give 
oder in ſuch manner, as ſhould ifſue in the final blindneſs of 


many. If41ah vi. 9, 10. To this end he ſent ftrong deluſions 
to ſome. that they might be damned, II. Theſſ. ii. 11, 12. So 
his righteouſneſs appears, in making the wicked for the day 
of evil. Prov. xvi. 4. And diſobedient ones were appointed 
to ſtumble at the word. I Pet. ii. 8. And ſome as natural 
brute beaſts made to be deftroyed, ſhall utterly periſh, II. Pet.

ly manifeſt to all men. II. Tim. iii. 9. But God © willren- 
der to every man accoiding to his deeds.” Rom. ii. 6. 


7. Then to hold the ſalvation of all men, is no evidence of 


love either to God or man. It is no evidence of love to God, 
for love to God, always coincides with his written word. 
Therefore Chrift ſays, If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments.“ John xiv. 15. And “ if any man love me, he will 

keep my words.“ John xiv. 23. Whereas the notion of ſal- 
vation for all men, is not only no 8 of the word of God; 

but moſt. palpably inconſiſtent with it, as has been proved. 


Nor doth this notion indicate love to man. For love to 


man never flatters them in fin, never leads into ſnares in- 
dulgently ; nor leaves them in evident danger. All which 


is true of enccuragements of ſalvation to any, in a way di- 
= realy contrary to the werd of God. For the conftant man- 


ner of the word of God, is to urge faith and holineſs, as the 
only ſupport of a hope ef ſalvation, and to denounce dam- 
nation to all deſtitute of theſe qualifications. Love ſeeks 


the good, not the harm of its objedd. Faith and holineſs 
ate the honor, as well as happineſs of their ſubject. Theſe 


therefore are the firſt deſign of the Bible; and it gives aſ- 


ſurance to the ſubjeQs of them, be they otherwiſe who, and 
What they may ; that they ſhall be happy forever, And there 
is no hope to any other; for“ the wicked ſhall be turned 
into hell, with all the nations that forget God.” Pſalm

8. Then it is the part of inhuman cruelty to flatter men 
with the hopes of heaven, in a way utterly inconſiſtent - 
with the determined-counſel of the God of heaven. And 


ſo in a way which muſt neceſſarily terminate in eternal 
miſery ; from the nature of the caſe, as well as from the word 


of God. For fin and guilt are the natural conſtituents of 
miſery. © Deceive not with thy lips,“ is an expreſs law _ 


of God. Prov. xxiv. 28. There is a word of doctrine by 
the flight and craftineſs of men, whereby they lie in wait 
to deceive. Eph. iv. 14. There can be no peace to ſuch as 


take meaſures to deſtroy men. What peace had Zinaer

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The author therefore begs the liberty of a few words in 
friendly freedom with theſe men, who ſupport the doQrine 
of ſalvation for all men. | 


Dear Sirs, You allow the Bible is the word of God; 
you make uſe of it as ſuch; you allow its authority is well 
eſta bliſned. How can you fail to ſee the importance of its 
analogy, i. e. the conſiftency of one part with another? 


God is one; and his ſyſtem is like himſelf. It is like the 


coat which Chrift wore, without ſeam, woven throughout, 
You muſt have ſome difficulty to reconcile your views, with 


many parts of the ſcripture. How much ſaier would it be 


for you to ſuſpeQt a ſcheme of ſentiments, of which you muſt 
have the trouble of doubting whether it will be owned, or 


not, in the burning day? Than to run 2 preſumptious ven- 


ture, of the final diſpleaſue of your judge, for perverting 


his word, and for teaching men ſo. It is moft certain that 


they who love his word in its moſt manifeftly conſiſtent 
ſenſe, muſt have peace, the peace of God which paſſe th un- 


derſtanding. Their conſciouſneſs muſt happify them. But 


reſumers in divine matters, cannot have the witneſs with- 
in them, that in uprightneſs and godly ſincerity, they hold 
their religious converſation. It wiel not do, to fun riſques 


in matters of eternity. - When our hearts are ſound in God's 


ſtatutes, they will feel bleſſedneſs. And God will love 


them who unſeignedly love his holy laws. God has cer- 


tainly communicated his mind to us in the ſcriptures as he 


thought beft, Why are you not willing he thould judge 


for you in that matter: Since you allow the divinity of the 
ſyſtem ? Our Saviour ſays, if it were not fo, I would have 


told you.” John xiv. 2. His kindneſs and wiſdom certa in- 
ly concerted the whole ſcheme of the Bible. Can you ſup- 
poſe on ſerious conſideration, that if he really intended the 


ſalvation of all men; he would not have told us fo, plain- 
ly enough ? W hat could be his motive to conceal that mat- 


| ter; when doubtleſs, if it was his mind, he could have made 


it quite indiſputable ? He was certainly at liberty to ſay 
what he pleaſed about it. Why did he not ſay it, and ſay 


it always; that ſo important 4 matter, might be out of all 


doubt? But you ſee he has not. Was he uncertain- about 


 themind of God, in that affair, himſelf?

which teftify of me. The word rendered ſearch is ereunare ; 
its theme is rendered by Scruror ; pleaſe to admit a few words 


from the noted Mr. PerxIN8 on the import of this word. 


Leigh's Crit. Sac. in Verb. He ſays, © the word is Meta- 
phorical, taken from ſuch as ſearch in mines, for filver and 
gold. They will dig deep, they will break the ſeveral clods 
of earth to pieces, to find the golden ore. Thus muſt we 
deal with the ſcripture. Search as we would for gold,-or 


ſome precious thing, which we would fain find.” Proy, ii. 


4. Search, i. e. ſhake and lift them, as the word figni- 
fies. Search narrowly, till the true force and meaning, of 


every ſentence; yea of every word and ſyllable, nay of e- 


very letter and iota therein, is known and underftood ; com- 


pare place with place, the ſcope of one place, with the 
{cope of another. Things going Delores, with what comes 
after, yea compare word with word, letter with letter; and 
ſo ſearch it throughly.“ Thus he. And is not divine coun- 
ſel worth this pain? Is not our own information, peace, and 


eternal intereſt worth it? Would not all this labour be well 


repaid, if by that mean, we got evidence of the mind of 
God? Well, he has ſaid © then ſhall we know, when we 
follow. on to know the Lord.” Hof. vi. 3. And doubtleſs 
giving good heed to theſe counſels, would prevent much 
darkneſs and trouble; and ſecure us from many dangerous 
ſentiments and pragices. Beſides, you are ſenſible, my 


friends; that you ace ſomewhat unhappy, not only by the 


diſſention of many from you; but for want of ſome more 
clear and convincing ſcripture-light, in your favor. And 
becauſe you are ſenſible there is ſome appearance of evi- 
dence againſt you in the Bible. Now what if through im- 
per ſection, or ſomething; for you know you are not infal- 
lible: it ſhould appear at the laſt day, that you was utter- 
ly miſtaken; for God will have his own way, for all you,

They came here in their ſins, and I have baniſhed them to 
hopeleſs chains fotevet and ever: ace ding to the plain 
word of the Bible. And now as judge, and righteous. a- 
venger, I require the blood of all that multitude, at your 
bands, who were the means of their deſtrcuction. The ve- 
iy ͤ thought is ſhocking! And it is no mask of an honek | 
heart, to flight a hint of fuch importance. It is abſolute» 
ly neceſſary that this matter be ſettled happily jn a find- 
ing time; 'before diſpair ſhall render it uſsleſs. 
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
